Aside  from  the  propriety  ol 
providing  for  state  revenues  in  this  manner, 
there  is  one  very  important  question  involv- 
ed which  ought  not  to  be  overlooked— the 
unnecessary  and  intolerable  burden  which 
such  a  tax  imposes  upon  the  people.  Every- 
body is  complaining  of  the  excessive  costs 
of  living,  of  the  anomalously  high  prices  oi 
imported  goods.  As  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  are  miserably  poor,  and  as  salaries, 
wages  and  the  generality  of  prices  current 
are  not  suilicient  to  meet  these  increased 
charges  on  the  necessaries  of  life,  all  these 
must  be  advanced— which  will  be  difficult— 
or  great  misery  must  result.     Over-taxation 


is  a  curse  in  any  country,  and  as  it  springs 
solely  from  maladministration  and  ostenta- 
tion in  this  case  there  is  not  (he  slight- 
est excuse  for  it.  If  these  constitution- 
makers  wish  to  give  the  states  a  share  in  the 
customs  revenue  of  the  nation,  then  let  it 
be  done  without  increasing  the  duties.  If 
these  gentlemen  had  read  the  economic 
history  of  other  countries  to  any  purpose, 
they  would  know  that  reducing  the  import 
duties  on  certain  staples  would  increase  the 
revenue,  while  increasing  them  beyond  a 
certain  point  will  invariably  decrease  con- 
sumption and,  in  consequence,  the  revenue. 
If  the  government  is  not  careful,  it  will  soon 
have  smuggling  operations  along  the  whole 
coast  and  southern  frontier.  And,  still 
further,  if  it  does  not  begin  to  retrace  these 
false  steps  it  will  soon  have  a  popular  dis- 
content to  face  which  not  even  an  army  will 
be  able  to  repress. 


The  intense  heat  of  the  past  month  and 
the  steadily  increasing  death  rate  bring  up 
once  more  the  question  of  sanitary  pre- 
cautions. The  health  of  the  city  has  been 
so  exceptionally  good  during  the  past  year 
that  the  authorities  have  apparently  for- 
gotten that  Rio  was  ever  visited  by  an 
epidemic,  liven  now,  there  are  no  indica- 
tions of  any  special  peril,  but  at  the  same 
time  it  is  just  as  well  to  bear  in  mind  that 
an  epidemic  of  fever,  or  aecesso  pcrnidoso, 
is  possible  and  that  it  is  wise  to  lake  all 
necessary  precautions,  And  in  this  respect 
we  must  repeat  what  we  have  so  often 
written  in  these  columns,  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  water  the  streets  and  thus 
reduce  the  heat,  It  was  discovered  by  a 
sanitary  inspector  a  couple  of  years  hence 
that  watering  the  streets  is  prejudicial  to 
health,  and  he  carried  his  theory  into 
execution.  And  the  result  followed,  as 
everyone  must  remember,  that  we  had  [he 
worst  epidemic  of  accesso  pemicioso  that 
Rio  ever  experienced.  It  ought  to  be  ap- 
parent, even  to  the  unscientific,  that  the 
constant  absorption  of  heat  by  buildings 
and  pavements  for  a  time  must  produce  an 
almost  intolerable  slate  of  existence,  and 
that  the  most  dangerous  maladies  must 
necessarily  result.  In  our  opinion  the 
watering  of  the  streets  toward  evening 
makes  them  much  cooler,  and  thus  enables 
the  people  to  sleep  comfortably, '  which  in 
itself  is  one  of  the  best  precautions  against 
illness.  Plenty  of  sleep  and  good  Whole- 
some food  are  absolutely  necessary  for 
health,  and  the  authorities  who  provide  lor 
these  do  much  to  insure  the  public  against 
epidemic  invasions.  With  dear  and  un- 
wholesome food  and  with  our  streets  of 
the  temperature  of  ovens,  even  at  night, 
we  are  certainly  well  within  the  danger 
limits  and  may  incur  the  penalty  of  our 
indiscretion  at  any  moment. 


Among  the  recent  acts  of  the  Constituent 
Assembly  is  one  which  restricts  the  coasting 
trade  to  the  Brazilian  flag.  While  we  do 
not  dispute  the  right  of  every  nation  to  make 
such  restrictions,  and  while  we  do  not  dis- 
pute the  benefits  sometimes  growing  out  of 
such  restrictions,  we  are  confident  that  in 
this  particular  case  il  is  unwise,  and  will  be 
most  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
country.  In  the  first  place,  the  tastes  and 
temperament  of  the  Brazilian  people  do  not 
lead  them  to  seafaring  occupations.  They 
have  never  yet  shown  any  inclination  to  be 
more  than  dry-land  sailors,  and  they  have 
never  yet  managed  a  steamship  line  suc- 
cessfully by  themselves.  The  recent  under- 
taking in  that  direction  has  been,  in  our 
opinion,  a  lamentable  failure,  and  may  be 
accepted  as  a  fair  indication  what  is  in  store 
for  us  when  all  foreign  competition  is  driven 
from  the  coast.  Freights  will  become  ex- 
orbitant, the  service  will  be  uncertain 
dilatory  and  without  guarantees,  and  the 
revenues,  as  now,  will  be  dissipated  in 
speculation  and  visionary  schemes.  This 
being  the  case,  the  restriction  of  the  coast- 
ing trade  to  such  companies  will  be,  in  the 
second  place,  a  serious  obstacle  to  com- 
merce and  the  prosperity  of  the  country. 
Brazil  is  a  country  so  exceptionally  situated 
that  no  just  comparison  can  be  drawn  with 
foreign  countries.  Her  geographical  situa- 
tion makes  her  sea-coast  cities  ports  of  call 
rather  than  termini  of  the  great  ocean  lines. 
And  from  three  to  four  of  them  are  included 
in  the  calls  of  a  majority  of  the  steamship 
lines  touching  this  coast.  The  service 
offered  and  the  competition  afforded  by 
these  lines  lend  to  keep*  the  coasting 
freights  at  a  comparatively  low  figure,  and 
is  thus  of  direct  benefit  to  the  country.     II 
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all  this  beneficial  service  is  now  prohibited 
the  people  of  Urazil  will  be  the  chief  losers, 
for  they  will  no  longer  have  the  benefit  of  a 
competition  which  has  tended  to  facilitate 
trade  and  cheapen  the  costs  of  transporta- 
tion. It  is  an  unwise  policy  to  dismiss  a 
servant  who  does  his  work  welt  and  cheaply, 
for  one  who  does  not  know  his  business 
and  wants  extra  pay.  As  for  the  effect  of 
this  restriction  on  the  American  line,  which 
is  specially  subsidized  to  call  at  a  number  of 
Brazilian  ports,  and  has  rendered  an  im- 
portant service  to  the  whole  northern  coast 
in  so  doing,  we  need  not  discuss.  That  it 
will  seriously  injure  that  line  no  one  will 
dispute.  We  shall  therefore  have  the  anom- 
aly of  seeing  Brazil  subsidize  a  line  of 
steamers,  and  at  the  same  time  forbidding 
the  exercise  of  one  of  the  most  lucrative 
branches  of  its  service. 


THE  NEW  TREATY. 
In  view  of  the  almost  unanimous  con- 
demnation of  the  commercial  treaty  between 
Brazil  and  the  United  States,  which  we  re- 
produce in  another  column,  and  in  view  of 
the  misapprehensions  and  unjust  censures 
of  which  it  has  been  made  the  subject,  we 
shall  undertake  to  place  the  matter  before 
our  readers  impartially  and  candidly.  And 
in  so  doing  we  trust  our  Brazilian  friends 
will  excuse  our  undertaking  to  defend  a 
point  at  issue  which  they  seem  to  lack  the 
courage  and  independence  to  do  for  them- 
selves. It  should  be  permitted  to  no  one 
to  dispute  the  right  ol  this  country  to  make 
such  a  treaty.  Brazil  has  not  yet  been  re- 
duced to  the  vassalage  of  Egypt,  or  the 
semi-vassalage  of  Turkey,  and  she  has  still 
a  perfect  right  to  negotiate  any  treaty  which 
she  considers  advantageous  to  herself,  either 
politically  or  commercially.  The  treaty 
may  not  be  wise,  nor  politic,  and  it  may 
conflict  with  favors  or  engagements  previ- 
ously celebrated  with  other  countries,  but 
in  all  this  she  is  exercising  ft  sovereign  right, 
subject  only  to  the  opinion  of  her  own  peo- 
ple. Any  nation  having  a  treaty  with  Ura- 
zil  containing  that  most  illogical  and  un- 
just stipulation  known  as  the  "most  favored 
nation  clause."  can  at  once  demand  the 
same  favors  granted  to  the  United  States, 
but  beyond  that  they  can  not  go. 

In  our  opinion  it  is  proper  and  right  that 
these  American  nations  should  enter  into 
special  commercial  treaties  for  the  inter- 
change of  their  own  products  and  the  de- 
velopment ol  their  own  commerce,  The 
highest  and  best  policy,  in  our  opinion,  is 
that  of  unrestricted  free  trade  with  all  the 
world,  but  until  this  is  realized  each  nation 
can  do  no  belter  than  to  employ  commercial 
treaties  to  secure  reciprocity  in  trade  and 
markets  for  her  exportable  products. 

Willi  respect  to  the  treaty  under  consider- 
ation, it  certainly  docs  not  deserve  the  cen- 
sures which  have  been  so  inconsiderately 
heaped  upon  it  during  the  last  few  days. 
It  is  far  from  perfect;  it  even  contains  al- 
most inexcusable  blunders.  But,  it  is  not 
true  that  it  is  more  advantageous  to  the 
United  States  than  to  Brazil,  nor  is  it  true 
that  it  is  a  victory  for  American  diplomacy. 
The  concessions  in  point  of  value  arc  whol- 
ly on  the  side  of  the  United  States,  the  ad- 
vantages almost  wholly  on  the  side  of  Brazil. 
When  Brazilian  journalists  talk  about  the 
treaty  being  so  disadvantageous  to  their 
own  country,  they  are  guilty  of  an  exhibi- 
tion of  gross  ignorance  for  which  there  is 
not  the  slightest  excuse.  If  it  is  a  disad- 
vantage to  secure  a  free  market  for  four 
principal  industries  such  as  coffee,  rubber. 
sugar  and  hides,  three  of  which  are  mention- 
ed in  the  treaty,  representing  an  annual  value 
of  much  over  100,000,000$,  by  the  conces- 
sion of  free  entry  and  a  reduction  in  duties 
here  on  products  aggregating  S, 000,000$  to 
10,000,000$,  then  the  whole  science  of 
mathematics  must  be  wrong  !  Monumental 
indeed  is  the  idiot  who  can  claim  tin's  as  a 
bad  bargain  for  this  country  !  Brazil  is 
simply  giving  one  for  ten  in  this  bargain, 
with  the  chances  all  in  her  favor  that  the 
difference  will  be  increased  rather  than  di- 
minished. 

As  for  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  Brazil 
grants  free  entry  to  wheat,  flour,  Indian 
corn  and  other  agricultural  products  of 
limited  consumption  here,  on  pork,  bacon, 
etc.  (except  hams),  fish,  cotton  seed  oil, 
coal,  pitch-pine  products,  agricultural  tools 
and  machinery,  and  on  tools  and  machinery 
for  mining  and  other  industries.  Many  ol 
these  products  are  already  on  the  dee  list, 
consequently  no  special  advantage  results  to 
the  United  Slates.  In  addition  to  these  a 
25%  reduction  in  duties  is  conceded  on 


lard,  hams,  dairy  products,  canned  and 
preserved  fish,  meats,  fruits  and  vegetables, 
cotton  fabrics,  iron  and  steel  manufactures! 
leather  manufactures  (except  boots  and 
shoes),  lumber  and  manufactured  wood, 
such  as  furniture,  vehicles,  etc.,  and  rubber 
manufactures.  The  concession  on  sugar 
alone  will  more  than  offset  these  favors  in 
point  of  value.  And  on  this  one  particular 
item  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  United 
States  is  conceding  favors  antagonistic  to  an 
important  domestic  industry  and  antagonistic 
to  commercial  relations  with  the  British  and 
Spanish  possessions  in  the  West  Indies.  If 
Brazil  is  granting  special  favors  on  certain 
items,  she  is  also  receiving  a  very  important 
Special  favor  in  sugar  alone. 

As  for  the  items  which  are  likely  to  create 
complications,  are  they  as  important  as 
those  interested  would  make  us  believe? 
The  abolition  of  the  duty  on  flour,  which  is 
less  than  10  per  cent.,  should  result 
cheaper  bread,  consequently  it  is  a  public 
benefit  to  the  Brazilian  people.  Opposed 
to  this  is  the  Trieste  connection  and  two 
local  (lour  mills.  The  latter  have  not  re- 
sulted satisfactorily,  nor  do  we  believe  they 
ever  will  in  this  climate.  It  was  a  mistake 
to  locate  Hour  mills  in  so  hot  and  moist  a 
climate,  where  all  the  conditions  for  pro- 
ducing good  flour  are  so  prejudicial.  The 
question  is,  therefore,  shall  we  have  cheaper 
bread  and  reciprocal  favors  in  the  trade  with 
the  United  States,  or  dearer  flour,  bad  bread 
and  a  loss  of  the  advantages  offered.  In 
regard  to  cotton  and  hardware,  our  English 
friends  may  rest  content— the  treaty  will 
work  no  great  changes  in  tl\is  respect.  The 
2S%  reduction  will  barely  equalize  the  cost 
of  the  goods  to  the  importer,  while  the  un- 
willingness of  Americans  to  establish  com- 
mercial houses  in  the  country,  and  to  give 
the  customary  credits,  will  more  than  ofi'set 
any  slight  advantage  the  treaty  can  give. 
Treaties  and  legislation  may  injure  com- 
merce, but  after  all  no  sound  and  prosperous 
trade  is  ever  built  up  without  individual 
effort  and  initiative.  Mr.  Blaine  will  have 
to  conjure  up  something  besides  a  reduction 
of  25%  on  duties  before  he  carf  turn  the 
tide  of  importation  in  South  America  from 
England  to  the  United  States. 

In  conclusion,  it  must  be  said  thai  the 
treaty  contains  one  serious  omission— that 
of  kerosene.  As  a  benefit  lo  the  Brazilian 
people,  rather  than  as  a  concession  to  the 
United  Slates,  kerosene  should  have  been 
put  on  the  free  list.  Even  a  25%  reduc- 
tion would  have  been  a  boon  to  the  people, 
who  are  to-day  paying  fully  200%  duties  on 
an  article  of  daily  consumption.  The 
American  producers  get  the  trade  anyway, 
consequently  any  concession  would 'have 
been  of  direct  benefit  to  the  Brazilian  people. 
The  politicians,  however,  are  as  oblivious 
ol  public  needs  as  the  native  journalists  are, 
consequently  the  people  must  continue  to 
pay  dearly  for  what  they  need,  to  the  advan- 
tage of  private  interests  and  spurious  indus- 
tries.

TRADE   BETWEEN   BRAZIL    AND    THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

When  Dr.  Salvador  tie  Mewlonca  arrived  here 
from  New  York  we  said  in  ihe  Jornal  do  Com- 
motio, of  December  loth,  that  if.  Ex.  came  to 
present  to  the  government  the  terms  agreed  upon 
with  Mr.  Blaine,  secretary  of  state  <if  the  United 
Slates,  for  a  treaty  of  commercial  reciprocity. 

The  following  decree,  dated  yesterday,  shows  the 
favors  we  concede  to  the  United  States,  white  the 
circular,  which  was  also  issued  yesterday,  informs 
us  what  art;  the  advantages  given  us  in  exchange 
by  the  Tinted  States. 

_  The  commercial  interests  attached  to  ihis  conven- 
tion are  so  vast,  and  so  influence  our  intercourse 
with  the  rest  of  the  civilized  world,  that  we  will 
accompany  its  results  with  the  greatest  attention. 

Upon  one  point  there  is  no  doubt— the  agree- 
ment will  furnish  great  satisfaction  to  the  govern- 
ment etf  the  United  States,  because  for  a  long  time 
it  has  been  warmly  defended  by  the  press  of  that 
country,  which  is  so  friendly  towards  us,  and  which 
grants  us  special  favors,  not  conceded  by  European 
nations. 

Decree  No.  1,338,  or  February  5111,  1891.

"l-'i.im  April  1st,  1891,  forward  there  will  he 
admitted  to  all  ports  of  entry  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  free  ol  all  duties,  whether  national,  or 
state,  or  municipal,  the  following  articles  to  be  of 
Brazilian   production  or  manufacture: 

"Sugar  of  all  qualities,  which  as  to  color  cannot 
be  classified  above  No.  16  Dutch  standard;  all 
qualities  of  syrup,  residuum  and  sweepings  of 
sugar,  cane  syrup  and  juice,  molasses  of  all  qual- 
ities, concentrated  and  concrete ; 

"Coffee ; 

"Hides,  raw  or  untanned,  whether  dry,  dry 
salted  or  wet,  salted,  goat  and  Angora  skins,  raw 
and  without  hair  unmanufactured,  mule  skins, 
asses'  bides,  raw  or  unmanufactured,  and  skins, 
excepting  sheep  with  the  wool. 

"Moreover,  it  is  stipulated  that  the  laws  or  regu- 
lations adopted  by  the  government  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  to  protect  its  revenue  and  pre- 
vent fraud,  in  the  declarations  and  proof  that  the 
articles  declared  in  the  preceding  list  are  products 
manufactured  in  Brazil,  will  neither  impose   unjust 

upon  the  importer,  nor  impose  any  ad-

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  Sunday  says  the 
Chilian  squad  ion  is  bombarding  Iquique. 

—The  doctors  got  into  a  quarrel  at  Montevideo 
over  the  experiments  with  Dr.  Koch's  remedy,  and 
the  commission  broke  u|i  leaving  several  patients 
under  treatment.  Tliey  had  previously  reiolved  to 
give  Information  to  the  press  "only  once  a  week." 
No  wonder  they  quarrelled  ! 

—Our  River  Plate  exchanges  report  the  suspen- 
sion of  ihe  Cosmos  Club  at  Buenos  Aires,  after  an 
existence  ol  some  nine  or  ten  years,  the  longest 
period  ever  nil aiiied  by  an  Knglb.li  club  in  that 
city.  The  Cosmos  was  heavily  in  debt,  although 
the  English  colony  is  large  and  rich. 

—Another  big  swindle  has  come  to  light  in  the 
Buenos  Aires  provincial  mortgage  bank.  A  short 
lime  ago  the  bank  offered  a  properly  for  sale,  with 
the  upset  price  of  $30,000  in  c/diilas,  and  it  was 
bought  for  $50,000.  When  the  titie  deeds  were 
made  out  it  was  discovered  that  this  property  was 
subject  to  five  other  mortgages  to  the  same  bank 
for  $1,000,000.  The  bank  deserves  a  medal,  either 
for  infinite  stupidity  or  profound  rascality. 

— The  Montevideo  Times  has  been  analyzing  the 
Uruguayan  statistical  returns  for  1889,  and  finds  some 
decidedly  alarming  items.  The  total  population  of 
Uruguay  is  estimated  at  711,656.  In  Montevideo 
(department)  there  were  registered  7,860  births, 
1,536  marriages,  and  5,061  deaths.  Of  the  births 
854,  over  10  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate.  Of  the 
deaths  978  were  from  pulmonary  consumption  and 
35  from  murder.  In  the  country  departments  the 
births  were  19,121,  marriages  2,639,  and  deaths 
7,821.  Of  the  births  4,473,  or  23,39  per  cent., 
were  illegitimate,  and  of  the  persons  married  2,026, 
or  nearly  50  per  cent.,  could  not  sign  their  names. 
For  the  whole  country  the  percentage  of  illegiti- 
macy was  17.72,  of  illiteracy  among  those  getting 
married  over  31,  while  of  the  deaths  42  per  cent. 
were  of  children  under  3  years  of  age.

CENTRAL  RAILWAY. 

A  few  days  ago  we  announced  that  the  minister 
of  agriculture  was  endeavoring  to  learn  the  reasons 
for  the  great  increase  in  the  traffic  expenses  ol  the 
Central  of  Brazil  railway. 

We  have  trustworthy  information  to  show  us 
where  and  how  money  may  be  drained  away. 

One  example:  The  government  ordered  that  the 
railway  should  gratuitously  transport  to  Ohio  Preto 
the  paving  stones  required  for  paving  this  city, 
contracted  for  hy  the  intendencia  as  a  job.  In  con- 
formity with  this  order  the  railway  has  already 
carried  over  ll 0,000  paving  stones,  and  we  are 
told,  that  unless  the  present  minister  orders  the 
contrary,  will  liavi:  yet  to  cany  over  200,000  more. 
All  this  represents  a  considerable  expense;  even 
more,  it  means  delay  in  the  transportation  of  neces- 
sary merchandise  lo  and  from  the  interior,  and, 
consequently,  a  suspension  of  profits  for  the  road. 

Another  example:  A  certain  city  in  Minos  con- 
tracted for  its  illumination  by  kerosene  with  a  con- 
tractor. It  was  natural  that  Hie  latter  should  pay 
ihe  expense  of  transporting  the  oil,  but  by  order  of 
ihe  government  there  were  gratuitously  carried 
hundreds  of  cases  of  kerosene. 

Still  another  example:  The  director  of  the  said 
railway  received  orders  from  Sr.  Glycerio  to  fill  in, 
for  account  of  the  railway,  a  swamp  in  the  city  of 
Juiz  de  F&ra,  and  it  is  reported  that  in  this  service 
alone— foreign  to  that  of  the  railway— there  has 
been  spent  So,ooo$,  and  the  intendencia  of  the  city 
did  not  disburse  a  farthing. 

We  beg  that  Barao  de  Lucena  will  deign  to  ex- 
amine into  these  abuses,  and  so  far  as  may  now  be 
possible  put  a  stop  to  them. 


February  3.  —  Deputy  Cesar  Zama  took  the  floor 
and  called  attention  to  ihe  statements  made  by  the 
proprietor  of  the  Ttibuna  in  a  number  of  that  pa- 
per bearing  the  date  of  Jan,  ioth  and  circulated  on 
the  31st  ult.  and  1st  111st.  According  to  those 
statements  the  said  proprietor  had  been  several 
times  threatened  by  relatives  of  Gen.  Deodoro. 
Having  been  warned  of  the  intended  attack  on  his 
printing  office,  he  had  applied  to  the  chief  of  the 
provisional  government  asking  for  measures  lo  pre- 
vent the  perpetration  of  the  crime;  but,  notwith- 
standing the  assurances  given  him  by  Gen.  Deodo- 
ro, the  office  had  been  attacked,  and  at  the  head  of 
the  assailants  he  had  recognised  Col.  I'iragibe. 
These  assailants  not  only  destroyed  bis  properly 
and  wounded  several  persons,  one  of  whom  after- 
wards died  of  his  wounds ;  they  also  took  what 
money  they  could  lay  their  hands  on.  For  the 
honor  of  the  government,  of  the  army  and  of  the 
country,  says  Deputy  Zama,  the  perpetrators  of 
this  infamous  crime  should  be  discovered  and  pun- 
ished, lie  concluded  by  presenting  a  motion  to 
this  effect.  lie  was  answered  by  Deputy  Col, 
Jacques  Ourique,  who  defended  Gen.  Deodoro  and 
the  army.  The  motion  was  then  put  to  the  vote 
and  was  adopted  by  S4  voles  lo  64.  For  want  of  a 
quorum  the  vole  011  ihe  constitution  was  post- 
poned. 

February  3. — Deputy  Nilo  Pecanha,  after  giving 
an  account  of  the  attempt  to  shoot  Dr.  Macedo 
Soares,  editor  of  Hie  Rio  de  Janeiro,  alluded  to  the 
presidential  election,  expressing  the  opinion  that 
Gen.  Deodoro  is  not  qualified  for  the  office  of  Pres- 
ident. He  attacked  the  new  ministry  which,  in  his 
opinion,  has  no  political  programme,  and  he  cen- 
sured the  conduct  of  Gen.  Deodoro  in  dismissing 
the  republican  ministry.  He  presented  a  resolu- 
tion asking  the  department  of  justice  what  steps 
had  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  attempt  to  shoot 
Dr.  Macedo  Soares.  In  the  vote  on  the  constitu- 
tion, nearly  all  the  amendments  to  the  articles  from 
I  to  7  were  rejected.  Among  those  adopted  is  one 
which  amends  the  provision  giving  the  general  gov- 
ernment Hie  exclusive  right  to  the  stamp  tax.  The 
amendment  limits  llus  right  to  stamps  on  docu- 
ments drawn  up  in  virtue  of  federal  legislation. 
Deputy  Jose  Mariano  moved  that  the  proposal  to 
allow  the  states  to  collect  15  per  cent,  additional 
duties  on  imports  should  lie  transferred  from  its 
transitory  provisions  and  pul  to  the  vote  at  once. 
The  motion  was  rejected  by  87  votes  to  83,  The 
auihor  of  the  motion  vehemently  demanded  a  re- 
count of  ihe  vole,  and,  in  view  of  the  stormy  dis- 
cussion which  thereupon  ensued,  the  president  sus- 
pended tiie  sitting.  When  the  house  again  met  a 
motion  to  continue  the  sitting  for  one  hour  was 
lost  by  109  votes  to  79. 

February  4,— Deputy  Vinhaes  made  a  speech  on 
the  advance  in  the  cost  of  living.  This  advance, 
which  he  estimates  at  50%,  is  causing,  he  says, 
much  suffering  among  the  poor.  He  attributes 
this  to  the  financial  blunders  committed  by  the  late 
minister  of  finance,  whom  he  censures  for  u<, .!  30^ 
ing  speculation,  for  giving   to   private   pellraz...

If  we  understand  the  phraseology  used, 
the  Constituinte  has  provided  for  a  surtax 
on  imports  of  15  per  cent,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  states.  Aside  from  the  propriety  ol 
providing  for  state  revenues  in  this  manner, 
there  is  one  very  important  question  involv- 
ed which  ought  not  to  be  overlooked — the 
unnecessary  and  intolerable  burden  which 
such  a  tax  imposes  upon  the  people.  Every- 
body is  complaining  of  the  excessive  costs 
of  living,  of  the  anomalously  high  prices  oi 
imported  goods.  As  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  are  miserably  poor,  and  as  salaries, 
wages  and  the  generality  of  prices  current 
are  not  sufficient  to  meet  these  increased 
charges  on  the  necessaries  of  life,  all  these 
must  be  advanced-— which  will  be  difficult— 
or  great  misery  must  result.     Over-taxation 


is  a  curse  in  any  country,  and  as  it  springs 
solely  from  maladministration  and  ostenta- 
tion in  this  case  there  ts  not  the  slight- 
est excuse  for  it.  If  these  constitution- 
makers  wish  to  give  the  states  a  share  in  the 
customs  revenue  of  the  nation,  then  let  it 
be  done  without  increasing  the  duties.  If 
these  gentlemen  had  read  the  economic 
history  of  other  countries  to  any  purpose, 
they  would  know  that  reducing  the  import 
duties  on  certain  staples  would  increase  the 
revenue,  while  increasing  them  beyond  a 
certain  point  will  invariably  decrease  con- 
sumption and,  in  consequence,  the  revenue. 
If  the  government  is  not  careful,  it  will  soon 
have  smuggling  operations  along  the  whole 
coast  and  southern  frontier.  And,  still 
further,  if  it  does  not  begin  to  retrace  these 
false  steps  it  will  soon  have  a  popular  dis- 
content to  face  which  not  even  an  army  will 
be  able  to  repress. 


The  intense  heat  of  the  past  month  and 
the  steadily  increasing  death  rate  bring  up 
once  more  the  question  ol  sanitary  pre- 
cautions. The  health  of  the  city  has  been 
so  exceptionally  good  during  the  past  year 
that  the  authorities  have  apparently  for- 
gotten that  Rio  was  ever  visited  by  an 
epidemic.  Even  now,  there  are  no  indica- 
tions of  any  special  peril,  but  at  the  same 
time  it  is  just  as  well  to  bear  in  mind  that 
an  epidemic  ol  lever,  or  aarsso  femicioso, 
is  possible  and  that  it  is  wise  to  take  all 
necessary  precautions.  And  in  this  respect 
we  must  repeat  what  we  have  so  often 
written  in  these  columns,  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  water  the  streets  ami  thus 
reduce  the  heat.  It  was  discovered  by  a 
sanitary  inspector  a  couple  of  years  hence 
that  watering  the  streets  is  prejudicial  to 
heal  ill,  and  he  carried  his  theory  into 
execution.  And  the  result  followed,  as 
everyone  must  remember,  that  we  had  the 
worst  epidemic  of  accesso  pernicioso  that 
Rio  ever  experienced,  It  ought  to  be  ap- 
parent, even  to  the  unscientific,  thai  the 
constant  absorption  of  heat  by  buildings 
and  pavements  for  a  lime  must  produce  an 
almost  intolerable  slate  of  existence,  and 
that  lite  most  dangerous  maladies  must 
necessarily  result.  In  our  opinion  the 
watering  of  the  streets  toward  evening 
makes  them  much  cooler,  and  thus  enables 
the  people  to  sleep  comfortably,  which  in 
itself  is  one  of  the  best  precautions  against 
illness.  Plenty  of  sleep  and  good  whole- 
some loud  are  absolutely  necessary  for 
health,  and  the  authorities  who  provide  lor 
these  do  much  to  insure  the  public  against 
epidemic  invasions.  With  dear  and  un- 
wholesome food  and  with  our  streets  of 
the  temperature  of  ovens,  even  at  night, 
we  arc  certainly  well  within  the  danger 
limits  and  may  incut  the  penalty  of  our 
indiscretion  at  any  moment. 


Among  the  recent  acts  of  the  Constituent 
Assembly  is  one  which  restricts  the  coasting 
trade  to  the  Brazilian  (lag.  While  we  do 
not  dispute  the  right  of  every  nation  to  make 
such  rest  fictions,  and  while  we  do  not  dis- 
pute the  benefits  sometimes  growing  out  of 
such  restrictions,  we  are  confident  that  in 
this  particular  case  it  is  unwise,  and  will  be 
most  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
country.  In  the  first  place,  the  lastes  and 
temperament  of  the  Brazilian  people  do  not 
lead  them  to  seafaring  occupations.  They 
have  never  yet  shown  any  inclination  to  be 
more  than  dry-land  sailors,  and  they  have 
never  yet  managed  a  steamship  line  suc- 
cessfully by  themselves,  The  recent  under- 
taking in  that  direction  has  been,  in  our 
opinion,  a  lamentable  failure,  and  may  be 
accepted  as  a  fair  indication  what  is  in  store 
for  us  when  all  foreign  competition  is  driven 
from  the  coast.  Freights  will  become  ex- 
orbitant, the  service  will  be  uncertain, 
dilatory  and  without  guarantees,  and  the 
revenues,  as  now,  will  be  dissipated  in 
speculation  and  visionary  schemes.  This 
being  the  case,  the  restriction  of  the  coast- 
ing trade  to  such  companies  will  be,  in  the 
second  place,  a  serious  obstacle  to  com- 
merce and  the  prosperity  of  the  country. 
Brazil  is  a  country  so  exceptionally  situated 
that  no  just  comparison  can  be  drawn  with 
foreign  countries.  Her  geographical  situa- 
tion makes  her  sea-coast  cities  ports  of  call 
rather  than  termini  of  the  great  ocean  lines. 
And  from  three  to  four  of  them  are  included 
in  the  calls  of  a  majority  of  the  steamship 
hues  touching  this  coast.  The  service 
offered  and  the  competition  afforded  by 
these  lines  tend  to  keep*  the  coasting 
freights  at  a  comparatively  low  figure,  and 
is  thus  of  direct  benefit  to  the  country.     If 
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all  this  beneficial  service  is  now  prohibited 
the  people  of  Hra7.il  will  be  the  chief  losers, 
for  tney  will  no  longer  have  the  benefit  of  a 
competition  which  has  tended  to  facilitate 
trade  and  cheapen  the  costs  of  transporta- 
tion. It  is  an  unwise  policy  to  dismiss  a 
servant  who  does  his  work  well  and  cheaply, 
for  one  who  does  not  know  his  business 
and  wants  extra  pay,  As  for  the  effect  of 
this  restriction  on  the  American  line,  which 
is  specially  subsidized  to  call  at  a  number  of 
Hiazilian  ports,  and  has  rendered  an  im- 
portant service  to  the  whole  northern  coast 
in  so  doing,  we  need  not  discuss.  That  it 
will  seriously  injure  that  line  no  one  will 
dispute.  We  shall  therefore  have  the  anom 
aly  of  seeing  Brazil  subsidize  a  line  of 
steamers,  and  at  the  same  time  forbidding 
the  exercise  of  one  of  the  most  lucrative 
branches  of  its  service. 


THE  NEW  THE  A  TV. 

In  view  of  the  almost  unanimous  con- 
demnation of  the  commercial  treaty  between 
lirazil  and  the  United  States,  which  we  re- 
produce in  another  column,  anil  in  view  of 
the  misapprehensions  and  unjust  censures 
of  which  it  has  been  made  the  subject,  we 
shall  undertake  to  place  the  matter  before 
our  readers  impartially  and  candidly.  And 
in  so  doing  we  trust  our  Brazilian  friends 
will  excuse  our  undertaking  to  defend  a 
point  at  issue  which  they  seem  to  lack  the 
courage  and  independence  to  do  for  them- 
selves. It  should  be  permitted  to  no  one 
to  dispute  the  right  ol  this  country  to  make 
such  a  treaty,  lirazil  has  not  yet  been  re- 
duced to  the  vassalage  of  Egypt,  or  the 
semi-vassalage  of  Turkey,  and  she  has  still 
a  perfect  right  to  negotiate  any  treaty  which 
she  considers  advantageous  to  herself,  either 
politically  or  commercially.  The' treaty 
may  not  be  wise,  nor  politic,  and  it  may 
conflict  with  favors  or  engagements  previ- 
ously celebrated  with  other  countries',  but 
in  all  this  she  is  exercising  a  sovereign  right, 
subject  only  to  the  opinion  of  her  own  peo- 
ple. Any  nation  having  a  treaty  with  Bra- 
zil containing  that  most  illogical  and  un- 
just stipulation  known  as  the  "most  favored 
nation  clause."  can  at  once  demand  the 
same  favors  granted  to  the  United  States, 
hut  beyond  that  they  can  not  go. 

In  our  opinion  it  is  proper  and  right  that 
these  American  nations  should  enter  into 
special  commercial  treaties  for  the  inter- 
change of  their  own  products  and  the  de- 
velopment ol  their  own  commerce.  The 
highest  and  best  policy,  in  our  opinion,  is 
that  of  unrestricted  free  trade  with  all  the 
world,  but  until  this  is  realized  each  nation 
can  do  no  belter  than  to  employ  commercial 
treaties  to  secure  reciprocity  in  trade  ami 
markets  for  her  exportable  products. 

With  respect  to  the  treaty  under  consider- 
ation, it  certainly  docs  not  deserve  the  cen 
sures  which  have  been  so  inconsiderately 
heaped  upon  it  during  the  last  few  days. 
It  is  far  from  perfect ;  it  even  contains  al 
most  inexcusable  blunders.  Hut,  it  is  not 
true  that  it  is  more  advantageous  to  the 
United  States  than  to  lirazil,  nor  is  it  true 
that  it  is  a  victory  for  American  diplomacy. 
The  concessions  in  point  of  value  are  whol- 
ly on  the  side  of  the  United  States,  the  ad- 
vantages almost  wholly  on  the  side  ol"  Brazil. 
When  Brazilian  journalists  talk  about  the 
treaty  being  so  disadvantageous  to  their 
own  country,  they  are  guilty  of  an  exhibi- 
tion of  gross  ignorance  for  which  there  is 
not  the  slightest  excuse.  If  it  is  a  disad- 
vantage to  secure  a  free  market  for  lour 
principal  industries  such  as  coffee,  rubber, 
sugar  and  hides,  three  of  which  are  mention- 
ed in  the  treaty,  representing  an  annual  value 
of  much  over  100,000,000$,  by  the  conces- 
sion of  free  entry  and  a  reduction  in  duties 
here  on  products  aggregating  S, 000,0005  to 
10,000,000$,  then  the  whole  science  of 
mathematics  must  be  wrong  !  Monumental 
indeed  is  the  idiot  who  can  claim  this  as  a 
bad  bargain  for  this  country  !  Brazil  is 
simply  giving  one  for  ten  in  this  bargain, 
with  the  chances  all  in  her  favor  that  the 
difference  will  be  increased  rather  than  di- 
minished. 

As  for  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  Brazil 
grants  free  entry  to  wheat,  flour,  Indian 
corn  and  other  agricultural  products  of 
limited  consumption  here,  on  pork,  bacon, 
etc.  (except  hams),  fish,  cotton  seed  oil, 
coal,  pitch-pine  products,  agricultural  tools 
and  machinery,  and  on  tools  and  machinery 
lor  mining  and  other  industries.  Many  ol 
these  products  are  already  on  the  free  list, 
consequentlynospcci.il  advantage  results  to 
die  United  Slates.  In  addition  ,to  these  a 
2S%  reduction  in  duties  is  conceded  on 


lard,  hams,  dairy  products,  canned  and 
preserved  fish,  meats,  fruits  and  vegetables 
cotton  fabrics,  iron  and  steel  manufactures' 
leather  manufactures  (except  boots  and 
shoes),  lumber  and  manufactured  wood, 
such  as  furniture,  vehicles,  etc.,  and  rubber 
manufactures.  The  concession  on  sugar 
alone  will  more  than  offset  these  favors  in 
point  of  value.  And  on  this  one  particular 
item  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  United 
States  is  conceding  favors  antagonistic  to  an 
important  domestic  industryand  antagonistic 
to  commercial  relations  with  the  British  and 
Spanish  possessions  in  the  West  Indies.  If 
Brazil  is  granting  special  favors  on  certain 
items,  she  is  also  receiving  a  very  important 
special  favor  in  sugar  alone. 

As  for  the  items  which  are  likely  to  create 
complications,  are  they  as  important  as 
those  interested  would  make  us  believe? 
The  abolition  of  the  duty  on  flour,  which  is 
less  than  to  per  cent.,  should  result  in 
cheaper  bread,  consequently  it  is  a  public 
benefit  to  the  Brazilian  people.  Opposed 
to  this  is  the  Trieste  connection  ami  two 
local  Hour  mills.  The  latter  have  not  re- 
sulted satisfactorily,  nor  do  we  believe  they 
ever  will  in  this  climate.  It  was  a  mistake 
10  locale  flour  mills  in  so  hot  anil  moist  a 
climate,  where  all  the  conditions  lor  pro- 
ducing good  flour  are  so  prejudicial.  The 
tpiestion  is,  therefore,  shall  we  have  cheaper 
bread  and  reciprocal  favors  in  the  trade  with 
the  United  Slates,  or  dearer  Hour,  bad  bread 
and  a  loss  of  the  advantages  offered.  In 
regard  to  cotton  ami  hardware,  our  English 
friends  may  rest  content  — the  treaty  will 
work  no  great  changes  in  litis  respect.  The 
25%  reduction  will  barely  equalize  the  cost 
of  the  goods  lo  the  importer,  while  the  un- 
willingness of  Americans  to  establish  com- 
mercial  houses  in  the  country,  and  to  give 
ihc  customary  credits,  will  more  than  ollsel 
any  slight  advantage  the  treaty  can  give. 
Treaties  and  legislation  may  injure  com- 
merce, bin  after  all  no  sound  and  prosperous 
Hade  is  ever  built  up  without  individual 
effort  and  initiative,  Mr.  Blaine  will  have 
to  conjure  up  something  besides  a  reduction 
of25?u  on  duties  before  he  can' Him  the 
tide  of  importation  in  South  America  from 
England  to  the  United  States. 

In  conclusion,  it  must  be  said  that  the 
treaty  contains  one  serious  omission— that 
ol  kerosene.  As  a  benefit  to  the  Brazilian 
people,  rather  than  as  a  concession  to  the 
United  States,  kerosene  should  have  been 
put  on  the  tree  list.  Even  a  25%  reduc- 
tion would  have  been  a  boon  to  the  people, 
who  arc  to-day  paying  fully  200%  duties  on 
an  article  of  daily  consumption.  The 
American  producers  gel  the  trade  anyway, 
consequently  any  concession  would  have 
been  of  direct  benefit  to  the  Brazilian  people. 
The  politicians,  however,  are  as  oblivious 
of  public  needs  as  the  native  journalists  are, 
consequently  the  people  must  continue  to 
pay  dearly  for  what  they  need,  to  the  advan- 
tage of  private  interests  and  spurious  indus- 
tries.

CENTRAL   RAILWAY. 

A  few  days  ago  we  announced  that  the  minister 
of  agriculture  was  endeavoring  to  learn  the  reasons 
for  ihe  great  increase  in  the  traffic  expenses  of  the 
Ceutialof  Brazil  railway. 

We  have  trustworthy  inhumation  to  show  us 
where  and  how  money  may  be  drained  away. 

due  example:  The  government  ordered  thai  the 
railway  should  gratuitously  transport  to  Ouro  Preto 
the  paving  stones  required  for  paving  this  city, 
tmtradea  for  by  the  intendeticia  as  a  job.  In  con- 
fnrniily  with  this  order  the  railway  has  already 
carried  over  110,000  paving  stones,  and  we  are 
told,  that  unless  the  present  minister  orders  the 
contrary,  will  hav,-  yet  lo  carryover  200,000  more. 
All  this  represents  a  considerable  expense  ;  even 
more,  it  means  delay  in  the  transportation  of  neces- 
sary merchandise  to  and  from  the  interior,  and, 
consequently,  a  suspension  of  profits  for  the   road. 

Another  example:  A  certain  city  in  Minas  con. 
trneted  for  its  illumination  by  kerosene  with  a  con- 
tiaclor.  It  was  natural  that  tlie  latter  should  pay 
Ihe  expense  of  transporting  the  oil,  but  by  order  of 
Ihe  government  there  were  gratuitously  carried 
hundreds  of  cases  of  kerosene. 

Still  another  example:  The  director  of  the  said 
railway  received  orders  from  Sr.  Glycerio  to  fill  in, 
for  account  of  the  railway,  a  swamp  in  the  city  of 
Jura  de  F6ra,  and  it  is  reported  that  in  this  service 
alone— foreign  to  that  of  the  railway— there  has 
been  spent  So,ooo$,  and  the  intendeticia  of  the  city 
did  not  disburse  a  farthing. 

We  beg  that  Barao  de  Lucena  will  deign  to  ex- 
amine into  these  abuses,  anil  so  far  as  may  now  be 
possible  put  a  slop  lo  them.

_  —Our  River  Plate  exchanges  report  the  suspen- 
sion of  ihe  Cosmos  Club  at  Buenos  Aires,  after  an 
existence  ol  some  nine  or  ten  years,  the  longest 
pflriod  ever  attained  by  an  Kurdish  club  in  that 
city.  The  Cosmos  was  heavily  in  debt,  although 
the  English  colony  is  large  and  rich, 

—Another  big  swindle  has  come  to  light  in  the 
Buenos  Aires  provincial  mortgage  bank.  A  short 
lime  ago  the  hank  offered  a  property  for  sale,  with 
the  upsel  price  of  $30,000  in  n'dnlas,  and  it  was 
bought  for  $50,000.  When  the  title  deeds  were 
made  out  it  was  discovered  that  this  property  was 
subject  to  five  other  mortgages  to  the  same  bank 
for  $1,000,000.  The  bank  deserves  a  medal,  either 
for  infinite  stupidity  or  profound  rascality, 

— The  Montevidto  'Times  has  been  analyzing  the 
Uruguayan  statistical  returns  for  18S9,  and  findssome 
decidedly  alarming  items.  The  total  population  of 
Uruguay  is  estimated  at  711,656.  In  Montevideo 
(department)  there  were  registered  7,860  births, 
1,536  marriages  and  5,061  deaths.  Of  the  births 
854,  over  10  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate.  Of  the 
deaths  978  were  from  pulmonary  consumption  and 
35  from  murder.  In  the  country  departments  the 
births  were  19,121,  marriages  2,639,  and  deaths 
7,821.  Of  the  births  4,473,  or  23.39  per  cent., 
were  illegitimate,  and  of  tlie  persons  married  2,026, 
or  nearly  50  per  cent.,  could  not  sign  their  names. 
For  the  whole  country  the  percentage  of  illegiti- 
macy was  17.72,  of  illiteracy  among  those  gelling 
married  over  31,  while  of  the  deaths  42  per  cent, 
were  of  children  under  3  years  of  age. 


Legislative  Notes 


February  -'.  —  Deputy  Cesar  Zanm  took  the  floor 
and  called  attention  to  the  statements  made  by  the 
proprietor  of  the  Ttibuna  in  a  number  of  that  pa- 
per healing  the  date  of  Jan.  10th  and  circulated  on 
ihe  31st  nil.  and  1st  inst.  According  to  those 
statements  the  said  proprietor  had  been  several 
times  threatened  by  relatives  of  Gen.  Deodoro. 
Having  been  warned  of  the  intended  attack  on  his 
printing  office,  he  had  applied  to  the  chief  of  the 
provisional  government  asking  (or  measures  to  pre- 
vent the  perpetration  of  the  crime;  but,  notwith- 
standing ihe  assurances  given  liim  by  Gen.  Deodo- 
ro, the  office  had  been  attacked,  ami  at  the  head  of 
the  assailants  he  had  recognised  Col.  Piragibe. 
These  assailants  not  only  destroyed  his  property 
am!  wounded  several  persons,  one  of  whom  after- 
wards died  of  his  wounds  ;  they  also  took  what 
money  they  could  lay  their  hands  on.  For  the 
honor  of  the  government,  of  the  army  and  of  the 
country,  says  Deputy  Zama,  the  perpetrators  of 
tins  infamous  crime  should  be  discovered  and  pun- 
ished. He  concluded  by  presenting  a  motion  lo 
this  effccl.  He  was  answered  by  Deputy  Col. 
Jacques  Ourique,  who  defended  Cen.  Deodoro  and 
the  army.  The  motion  was  then  put  to  the  vote 
and  was  adopted  by  S4  votes  to  64.  For  want  of  a 
quorum   the    vote   on    the   constitution    was    post- 


ed.

•y  j. — Deputy  Nilo  Pecanha,  after  giving 
an  account  of  the  attempt  to  shoot  Dr.  Macedo 
Soares,  editor  of  ihe  Rio  de  Janeiro,  alluded  lo  the 
presidential  election,  expressing  the  opinion  that 
Gen.  Deodoro  is  not  qualified  for  the  office  of  Pres- 
ident. He  attacked  the  new  ministry  which,  in  his 
opinion,  has  no  political  programme,  and  he  cen- 
sured the  conduct  of  Gen.  Deodoro  in  dismissing 
the  republican  ministry.  He  presented  a  resolu- 
tion asking  the  department  of  justice  what  steps 
had  been  taken  in  regard  lo  the  attempt  to  shoot 
Dr.  Macedo  Soares.  In  the  vote  on  the  constitu- 
tion, nearly  all  the  amendments  to  the  articles  from 
I  lo  7  were  rejecle.l.  Among  those  adopted  is  one 
which  amends  the  provision  giving  ihe  general  gov- 
ernment the  exclusive  right  to  the  stamp  tax.  The 
amendment  limits  this  right  lo  stamps  on  docu- 
ments drawn  up  in  virtue  of  federal  legislalion. 
Deputy  Jose  Mariano  moved  that  tlie  proposal  lo 
allow  ihe  slates  to  collect  15  per  cent,  additional 
duties  on  imports  should  Ik;  transferred  from  its 
iransilory  provisions  and  put  to  the  vote  at  once. 
The  motion  was  rejected  by  87  votes  to  83.  The 
author  of  the  motion  vehemently  demanded  a  re- 
count of  the  vole,  and,  in  view  of  ihe  stormy  dis- 
cussion which  thereupon  ensued,  the  president  sus- 
pended Ihc  silling.  When  the  house  again  met  a 
motion  to  continue  the  sitting  for  one  hour  was 
lost  by  109  voles  to  79. 

February  j. — Deputy  Vinhaes  made  a  speech  on 
ihe  advance  in  the   cost   of  living.     This   advance, 
which  he   estimates   at   50%,    is  causing,  he  says, 
much  suffering  among   the    poor.       Me   attributes 
this  to  the  financial  blunders  committed  by  the  latf 
minister  ol  finance,  whom  he  censures  for  r 
ing  speculation,  for  giving   lo   private   pe 
faculty   of    obliging   proprietors   lo   rr 
lands  according  to  the  Torrens  syst- 
direclly   increasing   import   ilu''

A  vote  of  84  to  64  adopted  a  provision  giving  to 
officers  of  the  navy  the  same  advantage!  as  thou 
granted  to  officers  ofthe  army.  There  was  also 
adopted  a  provision  for  minority  representation, 
which  will  be  regulated  l>y  law.  To  Arl,  17  was 
added  a  clause  providing  that  the  adjournment  of 
congress  and  the  postponement  of  its  meeting  can 
only  take  eftect  in  virtue  of  its  own  act.  Ait.  iS 
was  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  "Action  in 
either  house  can  be  taken  by  a  majority  of  members 

firesent  forming  a  quorum  composed  of  an  ahso- 
utc  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  of 
the  house.  To  Art.  24  was  added  a  paragraph 
permitting  the  appointment  of  senators  and  deputies 
to  diplomatic  posts  and  military  commands  when 
the  honor  and  integrity  of  the  Union  nre  threat- 
ened. A  motion  to  strike  out  the  provision  dis- 
qualifying the  presidents  and  directors  of  banks  and 
companies  receiving  favors  from  the  government, 
was  rejected  by  a  vote  ot  100  to  84. 

February  3. — Senator  Ubaldinodo  Amaral  spoke 
on  the  constitutional  provision  disqualifying  presi- 
dents and  directors  of  banks  and  companies  receiv- 
ing favors  from  the  government.  In  his  opinion 
this  provision  will  operate  very  disadvantageous!?. 
He  wishes  to  know  whether  the  provision  will  lake 
eflect  at  once,  and  asked  for  a  decision  on  this 
point.  Deputy  Jose  Mariano  moved  to  alter  the 
rules  so  as  to  make  the  sittings  five  hours  long  and 
to  limit  the  time  for  reading  the  journal  and  for  de- 
sultory business  to  a  quarter  of  an  hour  every  day. 
lie  also  moved  to  permit,  with  the  consent  of  the 
house,  during  the  second  discussion  of  amendments 
presented  in  second  discussion,  the  presenting  of 
other  amendments  modifying,  restricting,  amplify- 
ing and  suppressing  provisions  adopted.  These 
amendments  will  be  subjected  to  only  one  discus- 
sion. A. motion  to  except  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  from 
tile  action  of  the  provision  lor  collecting  1 5  per 
cent,  additional  duties  on  imports,  was  rejected  by 
a  vote  of  in  to  Si,  Art.  2$  was  altered  so  as  to  in- 
clude among  the  subjects  whose  discussion  must 
begin  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  resolutions  to 
postpone  the  meeting  of  congress.  Art.  33  was 
altered  so  as  to  give  congress  sole  competence  for 
fixing  the  boundaries  of  the  states,  ot  the  federal 
district  and  of  die  frontier  territory  between  Brazil 
and  foreign  countries,  and  also  to  legislate  on  the 
civil,  commercial  and  criminal  law  and  judicial  pro. 
ccdure  of  the  republic.  To  congress  is  given  the 
faculty  of  authorizing  the  government  to  declare 
war,  alter  arbitration  has  been  attempted  without 
success,  and  also  to  make  peace.  The  faculty  ol 
congress  to  legislate  on  postal  and  telegraphic  ser- 
vices is  restricted  to  the  post-offices  and  telegraphs 
of  the  Union. 

February  6.— Deputy  Oiticica  expressed  his  re- 
gret that  no  abatement  is  observable  in  the  mania 
of  the  provisional  government  for  legislation. 
While  it  took  the  imperial  government  60  years  to 
issue  10,000  decrees,  the  provisional  government 
in  little  over  a  year  has  already  issued  1,300.  Me 
thinks  the  commercial  treaty  with  the  United 
States  very  disadvantageous  to  Brazil,  ami  believes 
it  will  cause  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  revenue 
of  the  government.  He  moved  to  suspend  all  ac- 
tion for  the  division  of  revenue  between  the  general 
government  and  the  states  until  after  the  effect  of 
the  treaty  shall  be  known,  A  motion  to  discuss 
the  alterations  in  the  rules  proposed  at  the  previous 
sitting  by  Deputy  Jose  Mariano,  was  rejected. 
Leave  was  granted  to  discuss  the  motion  of  Senator 
Ubaldino  do  Amaral  asking  for  an  interpretation  of 
the  constitutional  provision  disqualifying  Irom  sit- 
ting in  congress  presidents  and  directors  of  banks 
and  companies  receiving  favors  from  the  govern- 
ment. Art.  36  of  the  constitution  was  amended  so 
as  to  permit  vetoed  bills  to  be  converted  into  laws 
by  a  two-thirds'  vole  of  both  houses  in  joint  ses- 
sion. Art,  37  was  altered  so  as  to  empower  the 
president  pro  (em  ol  the  senate  to  promulgate  laws 
when  both  the  president  of  the  republic  and  the 
president  of  the  senate  fail  to  do  so.  Art.  43  was 
modified  so  as  to  require  the  President  to  be  in- 
augurated by  congress  and  not  by  the  supreme 
court,  unless  congress  is  not  in  session,

—  The  merchants  of  Jahii,  S.  I'aulo,  have  pro* 
tested  against  the  municipal  taxes.  The  carttien 
are  also  dissatisfied  with  the  taxes  ami  have  struck 
in  consequence. 

—It  is  stated  that  the  republican  executive  com- 
mittee in  S.  Paulo  has  been  replaced  by  a  rew 
committee,  on  which  Dr.  Augusto  de  Queircs,  a 
prominent  liberal,  will  accept  a  place. 

—It  is  stated  that  valuable  mines  of  gold  and 
other  metals,  and  also  ol  several  minerals  usee  in 
painting,  have  been  discovered  in  the  mimidpal 
district  of  S.  Jose  dos  Campos,  S.  Paulo. 

— The  vagrants  that  loaf  at  the  "Free  Bourse," 
in  S  Paulo,  have  become  such  a  nuisance  that  nany 
merchants  and  capitalists  have  ceased  to  go  tlerc. 
It  sounds  like  our  own  experience  here  in  Rio, 

—At  the  recent  Minas  election  153  voters  .vent 
to  the  polls  in  Gonealvo  de  Sapucahy  and  10  of 
them  voted  blank.  And  yet  the  electoral  loard 
managed  to  count  311  voles  for  the  official  tick't. 

—In  Para  on  the  27th  tilt,  the  new  ministtr  of 
foreign  affairs,  Dr.  Justo  Leite  Chermont,  at  that 
time  governor  of  that  stale,  was  married  to  the 
daughter  of  llic  editor-in-chief  of  the  Provineta  do 
Paid, 

—The  senior  justice  of  the  peace  in  Araxa,  Mi- 
nas Geraes,  has  written  to  the  governor  of  thestate 
resigning  his  office,  because,  as  he  says,  he  does 
not  wish  to  serve  with  the  present  corrupt  ami  im- 
moral government. 

—The  Catholic  association  of  Marianna,  Minas 
Geraes,  has  written  to  Deputy  F.  liadan'i  thanking 
him  and  other  members  of  congress,  especially 
Deputies  Tosta  and  Cesar  Zama,  for  their  defense 
of  the  rights  of  the  church. 

—  A  writer  in  one  of  our  S.  Paulo  exchanges  as- 
serts that  that  slate  will  contribute  this  year  32,- 
000,000$  to  the  federal  exchequer,  Me  thinks  S;lo 
I'aulo  is  bearing  loo  large  a  share  of  the  general 
burden  and  advocates  separation.  It  is  the  same 
old  story ! 

—The  greater  part  of  the  police  force  of  the  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  was  withdrawn  from  the  locali- 
ties in  which  it  bad  been  stationed  and  concentrated 
in  Niclheroy  during  the  days  in  which  it  was 
thought  that  Gen.  Deodoro  would  fail  to  be  elected 
President, 

—The  municipal  council  of  Fortnleza,  Ceara,  has 

established  a  tax  of  25$  on  printing  offices  that 
print  one  newspaper,  50$  on  those  that  print  two 
and  75$  on  those  that  print  more  than  two.  Evi- 
dently the  city  fathers  in  the  land  of  light  are  not 
fond  of  newspapers, 

— The  minister  of  war  has  submitted  to  the  min- 
ister of  agiiculture  a  proposition  that,  in  case  the 
Ypiranga  iron  foundry  is  sold,  the  purchasers  be 
obliged  to  establish  shops  for  the  manufacture  of 
rifles,  swords,  etc.,  which  will  relieve  the  country 
from  dependence  on  the  foreigner. 

—On  the  12th  nit.  upon  application  of  the  ad- 
jutant general,  the  minister  of  war  telegraphed  to 
the  governors  of  the  states  of  Piauhy,  Ceara,  Para 
liyba,  Alagoas,  Sergipe  and  Rio  Grande  do  rNorte 
thai  50  men  were  required  from  each  state  to  fill 
the  vacancies  in  the  ranks  of  the  garrison  here. 

—It  is  reported  that  the  military  district  of  Sao 
Paulo  will  shortly  be  established  by  the  govern- 
ment and  placed  under  the  command  of  Gen.  Cla- 
rindo  de  Queiroz,  The  force  at  his  disposal,  it  is 
said,  will  be  composed  of  a  regiment  of  cavalrv,  a 
regiment  ol  artillery  and  a  battalion  of  infantry, 

—Telegrams  published  in  S.  Paulo  papers  dated 
Jahu  on  the  2nd  insl.  slate  that  the  town  had 
"struck"  against  the  municipal  taxes  imposed  by 
the  intendencia.  We  hope  this  means  tliat  the  in 
tendentes  have  been  convinced  with  cacctes,  for  wi 
douljt  any  other  argument  entering  the  intendettte's 
brain  pan. 

—On  the  2SU1  nil.  a  huckster  complained  to  the 
Santos  police  authorities  that  he  had  been  beaten 
by  a  party  of  soldiers  for  demanding  of  them  pay- 
ment lor  some  purchases  they  had  made.  Perhaps 
lie  did  not  know  that  as  a  republican  citizen  be  is 
subject  to  beatings  at  the  pleasure  of  his  masters, 
the  military, 

—  It  is  said  that  the  collector  of  internal  revenue 
in  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  advising  proprie- 
tors to  increase  their  rents,  Another  revolution, 
with  a  guillotine,  is  very  much  needed  in  the  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  When  the  tax-collectors  begin 
to  force  up  rents  in  order  to  increase  the  revenue, 
it  is  full  time  to  suppress  them. 

—In  Congonhas  de  Sahara,  Minas  Geraes,  a 
meeting  was  held  on  the  isl  inst.  to  protest  against 
burdensome  municipal  taxation  and  against  a  loan 
of  50,oOoip  contracted  by  the  municipal  govern- 
ment. If  more  such  meetings  were  held  and  it 
the  protests  were  more  vigorous  and  decided,  it 
would  be  much  better  for  the  country. 

—The  Rio  de  Janeiro,  a  provincial  journal,  sus- 
pended publication  because  the  editor  was  shot 
through  his  straw  hat.  It  must  have  been  a  su- 
perlatively good,  new  straw  hat  to  have  produced 
such  serious  results.  Tire  curious  part  of  the  story 
is  that  the  editor  was  not  aware  that  a  ball  had 
gone  through  his  head-gear  for  some  time  after  it 
happened. 

—On  the  3rd  inst.  a  Rio  journal  publishes  an  ex- 
tract from  its  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  exchanges  that  is 
astounding.  Two  soldiers  of  the  18th  infantry, 
quartered  sit  Alegrele,  drowned  a  recruit  in  a  stream 
near  the  town,  while  a  corporal  stood  by  and 
watched  the  fun  !  The  corporal  was  punished  by 
being  reduced  to  the  ranks!!  The  morality  am! 
discipline  are  worth  another  official  compliment ! 


Railroad    Notes 


—The  Campinas  street  cars  carried  20,056  pas- 
sengers in  the  month  of  January. 

—A  decree  dated  on  January  17th  again  extends 
the  time  for  the  "Pclotas  and  Colonies  Railway 
Company,  Limited"  to  inaugurate  its  tabors.  This 
time  the  extension  is  (a  May  nth. 

—The  laborers  employed  in  the  warehouses  of 
the  Paulista  line  at  Campinas  struck  on  the  2nd 
inst.,  but,  coming  to  an  agreement  with  the  com- 
pany, returned  to  work  on  the  same  day. 

—There  are  many  complaints  of  delays  in  the 
delivering  of  goods  by  the  English  railway  in  Sao 
Paulo,  On  the  3rd  inst,  the  proprietor  of  the  lin- 
tel de  Franca  had  not  received   goods  shipped  from 

Santos  011  Jnn.  loth. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  refused  to  allow 
the  claim  of  the  Siio  Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro 
railway  company  for  interest  from  July  1st  to 
September  1st,  1890,  on  the  bonds  issued  by  the 
government  for  the  purchase  of  the  road. 

—Complaints  arc  again  made  of  the  disgraceful 
delays  on  the  Petropolis  railway  in  the  carryi  ng  of 
freight,  But  what  else  can  be  expected?  As  long 
as  the  directors  think  more  of  stock-gambling  than 
of  their  legitimate  business,  the  public  must  expect 
to  suffer  delays,  neglect  and  indifference. 


Coffee   Notes 


— The  following  communication,  addressed  to 
the  Jornal  do  Coinmercio  ol  this  city,  was  published 
in  that  paper  on  the  51I1  inst.:  "I  have  seen  in  the 
Jornal  da  Commercio  an  item  taken  from  the  Rio 
ATovensc,  of  Rio  Novo,  in  regard  to  the  coffee  crop 
of  that  municipal  district.  From  the  observations 
I  have  made  of  the  heavy  flowering  in  the  north  of 
S.  Paulo,  1  can  assure  yon  that  the  trees  will  not 
produce  more  than  half  the  crop  that  the  flowering 
seems  lo  promise," 

—  During  the  week,"  says  the  Diana  de  Santas, 
of  Feb.  1,  "little  business  was  done,  only  15,000 
bags  being  sold  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  al  the 
rale  of  from  8*400  lo  S$6oo  per  10  kilos  superior. 
Since  Thursday  it  has  been  impossible  lo  realize 
any  transactions  on  account  ol  the  rise  in  exchange. 
Exporters  could  pay  from  Slfooo  to  S$2O0,  the  lat- 
ter price  only  for  choice  lots  containing  no  late 
coffee  (cafes  de  agtias).  Commission  merchants, 
however,  demanded  belter  prices,  and  so  the  trans- 
actions were  inconsiderable.  Late  coffees  continue 
without  inquiry,  it  being  difficult  to  get  rid  of  them 
on  any  terms.  Purchasers  make  a  great  difference 
in  their  classification.  The  market  closes  para- 
lyzed, withno  sales  reported." 

—The  /Maria  Popular,  of  S.  I'aulo,  of  the  2nd 
insl.,  says  that  it  has  been  informed  by  several 
planters  from  the  vicinity  of  Pirassununna  that  the 
coffee  crop  there  is  large,  the  trees  literally  bend- 
ing under  the  weight  ofthe  coffee. 


Local  Notes 


—The  Junta  Commercial  of  Rio  has  also  placed 
on  record  its  sorrow  over  the  death  of  Gen.  Benja- 
min Constant. 

—It  is  suggested  that  the  Banco  da  Republica,  to 
prove  that  il  has  a  "ballast"  of  gold,  put  a  part  of 
it  on  its  -sign-board. 

—  It  is  said  that  the  destruction  of  the  central  tel- 
ephone office  will  occasion  a  suspension  of  business 
for  about  thirty  days. 

—  0  Par.  is  treading  on  unsafe  ground,  On  the 
271I1  ult.  it  says  that,  in  China,  if  a  bank  fails  the 
officials  are  decapitated. 

— The  census-takers  who  labored  so  enthusiasti- 
cally lo  roll  up  the  population  of  this  city,  are  now 
clamoring  for  their  pay. 

—  Claviculario  is  certainly  an  excellent  name  for 
the  man  who  carries  the  key  of  the  strong  box  of  a 
public  department ;  but  why  not  Chaveiro?

trie  light  was  inaugurated  on  Saturday  evening  last. 
The  initiative  in  this  improvement  is  due  to  Sr. 
Behring,  the  well  known  chocolate  manufacturer,

—According  to  the  Jornal,  that  goose,  Oscar  de 
Amnio,  who  is  a  secretary— or  something— at  the 
legation  in  Paris,  announced  thai  lie  alone  was  to 
hohl  communication  with  I  be  Parisian  presx. 
Whereupon  the  Brazilian  minister  flatly  contra- 
dicted his  secretary,  instead  of  suspending  him 
immediately, 

—On  the  4II1  inst.,  according  to  the  Cotreio  a'o 
Povo%  the  Swan- necked  Thunderbolt  complained 
lhat  his  fellow  legislators  spat  on  the  floor  ol  the 
hall  of  congress  and  even  left  the  "slumps"  ,,| 
their  cigarettes  there.  This  is  a  shockingly  aggra- 
vated case  of  republicanism,  and  the  Swnn-ncckod, 
accustomed  to  Us  modes  de  Path,  can  not  stand  it, 
you  know ! 

—There  is  not  the  slightest  reason  to  doubt  that 
Brigadier  Generals  Ruy  llarhosa  and  Quinlino  de 
Hocayuva,  ex-secretaries  of  the  provisional  chief 
for  the  management — and  mismanagement — of  the 
financial  and  foreign  affairs  of  Brazil,  will  return  to 
journalism.  With  ihe  military  and  administrative 
experience  gained  by  the  two  gentlemen,  0  Pait 
will  blossom  into  a  hilly-blown  rose. 

—On  the  night  of  the  281I1  ult.  ihe  warm  wen  til- 
er in  lllis  city  cost  a  man  450$  in  money  besides  bis 
Watch  and  clothing,  lie  left  his  window  open  and 
the  thieves  came  in  and  took  his  property.  Under 
the  circumstances  he  can  probably  regard  with  phi- 
losophical composure  the  loss  of  bis  clothing.  As 
lor  his  watch  and  money,  however,  he  would  pro- 
bably feel  better  satisfied  it  they  were  the  cost  of  a 
little  cool  weather. 

™No  matter  how  busy  the  government  may  he, 
it  always  finds  lime  lo  tinker  at  public  Instruction. 
Not  long  ago  it  made  a  complete  change  in  the  ex- 
isting regulations,  and  now  Ihe  new  regulations  are 
found  lo  be  all  wrong  and  are,  in  their  turn,  to  lie 
radically  altered.  It  reminds  one  of  the  child's 
epitaph: 

"Alas!   so  soon  have  I  been  done  for, 
I  wonder  what  I  was  begun  for  I  " 

—On  the  1st  the  Jot  ml  mentions  a  report  which 
is  so  serious  that  there  must  be  some  basis  for  it. 
It  is  said  that  some  of  ihe  judges  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals  (  Tribttna  da  A'clacao)  who  have  been  shut 
out  of  Iheir  berths  by  the  recent  change  in  the  or- 
ganizalion  of  the  courts,  are  purposely  delaying  the 
dispatch  of  business.  II  there  be  llic  slightest 
truth  in  the  report,  ihe  government  should  prose- 
cute these  gentlemen  without    ceremony,  or  mercy. 

—The  Jornal  says  the  Tiibuna  investigation  be- 
fore going  to  the  proper  authorities  wilf  first  be 
submitted  to  the  minister  of  justice  and  Gen  Deo- 
doro,  and  suggests  lhat  as  soon  as  the  government 
is  definitely  settled  the  whole  investigation  be  re- 
commenced. The  affair  has  become  so  scandalous 
lhat  we  really  think  ihe  only  thing  lhat  can  be  done 
is  for  congress,  al  its  first  regular  session,  to  order 
the  impeachment  of  Dr.  Campos  Sailes  and  Mar- 
shal  Moriauo  Peixoto, 

— Congressman.  Vinhacs,  the  homy-handed  work- 
mgnian's  representative,  was  happy  in  a  simile  on 
the  4th  in  likening  Gen.  Uarbosa's  banking  decrees 
to  the  two  Portuguese  peasants.  These  men  start- 
ed lo  bring  a  barrel  of  wine  lo  town,  but  one  be- 
came thirsty  anil  offered  his  companion  a  pataca 
(320  is.)  lo  permit  him  lo  have  a  drink.  The  offer 
was  accepted.  Then  the  second  man  had  a  drink 
and  tne^W-ini  changed  owners  ;  another  drink  ami 
another  transfer,  until  the  barrel  was  empty  and 
one  pataca  sufficed  to  liquidate  the  whole  business 

— The  soul  of  Aristides  Ihe  fust  is  filled  with 
bitterness  when  hecontemplates  the  poltroonery  and 
volubility  of  his  congressional  brethren'.  Men  who 
actus  they  do,  he  says,  stultify  and  degrade  them- 
selves in  llie  eyes  of  their  fellow-citizens.  lie  re- 
peals the  following  remark  made  to  him  by  a  prom- 
inent officer  of  the  army  :  "The  attitude  of  con- 
gress convinces  me  that  what  the  nation  desires  is 
a  government  to  which  it  may  humble  itself  and 
which  will  rule  it  with  the  sword  and  the  whip. 
Very  well,  it  is  easy  to  grant  its  wish,  and  I  shall 
hereafter  assume  the  rule  of  the  soldier." 

—The  illustrious  chief  of  the  provisionals  lias 
evidently  resolved  to  carry  out  his  threats  as  to  ihe 
recismn  of  concessions  rather  than  give  up  his  port 
scheme  at  Torres.  On  Ihe  4th  was  published  the 
following  recisions  of  central  Usine  concessions, 
"lor  non-compliance  with  contract:"  2  usines  in 
Sergipe,  conceded  to  Col.  Oliveira  Ribeiro ;  tin 
Bahinto  A.  S.  de  Faria  <tf  al ;  12  in  Maianhao, 
lernambiico,  Bahia,  Espirito  Santo  and  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro lo  llaupt  &  Co.  ;  2  in  Parahyba  to  A.  G.  Va 
leute  <■/<,//  and  1  in  Pemambuco  to  Cia,  Assiicar- 
eira  tie  1  crnambuco.  This  contra  dance  among  the 
concisions  will  soon  get  the  department  of  agri- 
culture so  mixed  (hat  no  one  will  know  what  is  val- 
id, and  what  is  not.

—It  certainty  makes  nn  American  smile  to  see 
government  employe*  tendering  their  resignations 
because  Gen.  Deodoro  saw  fit  to  change  bis  secic 
tarles.  In  a  few  years  more,  government  employe's 
in  Brnril  will  have  no  necessity  for  tendering  their 
resignations  when  there  is  n  clinngu  of  admiuistra. 
tion  ;  they  will  be  "packed  out"  of  office,  neck 
and  crop,  without  any  formality. 

—As  Uriuilians  are  so  deeply  displeased  with  the 
few  concessions  made  in  the  treaty  just  celebrated 
with  the  United  States,  the  inference  can  nut  lie 
avoided  thot  they  want  a  treaty  which  grants  them 
everything  in  return  for  a  concession  of  absolutely 
nothing.

.  reduction  in  the  duties  on  laid,  to  the  two  flour 
mills  established  in  this  city,  to  the  much  discussed 
industry  of  wheat  growing,  to  the  production  of 
Indian  corn,  and  to  the  furniture, factories  of  this 
city.  It  is  also  argued  that  the  provisional  govern- 
ment has  110  authority  to  make  such  a  treaty,  al- 
though no  one  raised  this  objection  when  the  Mis- 
siones  boundary  treaty  was  signed.
